Clause 12 (Discrimination) Analysis 1 July to 30 September 2021 


IPSO will publish information on a quarterly basis where we have received more than ten complaints under Clause 12 of the Editors’ Code of Practice about the same issue. 
The information below gives a brief summary of the types of complaints received and the outcome. It is not intended to be exhaustive and the statistics about the numbers of 
complaints received are accurate up to the end of the relevant quarter. These statistics do not include any cases still under investigation; cases relating to any non-regulated 


publications; or cases where IPSO received fewer than 10 complaints.

Analysis 


Article about two men who won a tribunal after being made redundant 
from an advertising agency. The article profiled the company’s global 
creative director who is female and in a same-sex relationship. Com- 
plainants believed information about her private life and sexuality was 
irrelevant to the article. They also objected to photographs of her in 
swimwear, when the men who were involved in the case were shown fully 
clothed. Complaints were made by third parties. 


Article about a ten-year-old girl who is Britain’s youngest mother. The 
girl (who was not named in the article) was described as having “fallen 
pregnant.” Complainants believed that she had been raped and that 
this was not accurately reported. They believed that the tone of the 
article was misogynistic and attempted to blame the victim, and that 

it discriminated against girls, women and victims of sexual offences. 
Complaints were made by third parties. 


Front page article depicting Roberto Mancini, the Italian football 
manager, as Braveheart. The caption encouraged him to lead his team 
to victory over England in the Euro 2020 final. Complainants said the 
article was racially prejudiced against the English and would lead to anti- 
English feeling. No complaint of discrimination against an individual.

Complaints were made 
by third parties.

The article originally referred to a member 
of staff using male pronouns. Complainants believed the article misgendered 
the staff member and made irrelevant references to their sexual orientation. The 
article has since been edited and a footnote clarification added to reflect the fact 
that the bar employee identifies as "they/she". Complaints were made by third 
parties. 


Cops probe Gers media partner Daily Record Rangers fans and Protestants Front page article about a police investigation into social media posts by the 

over hate tweets / BEYOND podcast management team of Rangers Football Club. Complainants believed that 

OFFENSIVE the article was biased and attacked supporters of Rangers because the journalist 
supports Celtic. They believed the newspaper was stoking division. Complaints 
were made by third parties.
